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PREFACE 

TO  THE 

READER. 

THE  prefent  edition  differs  from  the  former,  fo  far,  as 
there  are  an  additional  number  of  extraordinary  cures 
inferted,  recently  per  formed,  which  are  affixed  to  the  former 
certificates  at  the  end  of  the  book,  together,  with  a very 
concife  and  ufeful  differtation  refpe&mg  the  texture  of  the 
lungs  in  the  human  body,  the  feat  of  Confumptive  and 
Afthmatic  complaints,  and  fome  ufeful  hints,  as  a pre- 
ventive of  thefe  diforders. 

As  the  caufe  of  the  Gout,  Rheumatic  or  Scorbutic  com- 
plaints, is  confidered  from  the  belt  authorities,  to  arife 
from  grofs  and  windy  humours,  which  infeft  the 
blood,  the  Vegetable  Balsam,  with  accompanying 
Medicines,  is  earnettly  recommended  as  the  moft 
efficacious  medicine  yet  found  out  in  thefe  diforders  ; 
it  not  only  expels  them  by  purifying  the  blood, 
and  carrying  off  the  grofs  humours,  but  by  occafionally 
ufing  it,  corre&s  the  habit,  and  prevents  the  return  of 
thofe  violent  pains  and  eruptions  which  are  concomi- 
tants in  thefe  complaints ; this  is  a truth,  which  can  be 
proved  by  men  of  credibility,  to  their  unfpcakable  fatis- 
fa£tion,  who  by  occafionally  ufing  the  Electuary  and  Pill 
have  not  only  repelled  the  diforder,  but  enjoy  a total  ex- 
emption from  it.  As  this  medicine  is  of  fuch  great  utility 
in  Gouty,  Rheumatic,  and  Scorbutic  complaints,  it  fhews 
the  great  neceffity  of  keeping  it  in  families  where  fuch 
complaints  are  prevalent,  as  all  are  more  or  lefs  at  certain 
periods,  fubje£t  to  flight  indifpofitions  from  humours  which 
naturally  infetff  the  blood.  As  inattention  and  neglect  arc 
the  caufe  of  numbers  lofing  their  lives  annually,  efpeci- 
ally  in  Confumptive  cafes  ; where  the  firft  fymptoms  are 
generally  very  flight,  and  its  progrefs  almoft  impercepti- 
ble, it  cannot  therefore  be  recommended  too  often  nor  too 
earneftiy,  for  every  individual  to  attempt  a removal  of  any 
complaint,  efpecially  a Confumptive  one,  on  its  firft  at- 
tack, and  though  far  gone,  let  none  defpair,  if  the  hrft  at- 
tempts at  removing  the* disorder  are  not  crowned  with  im- 
mediate fuccefs,  though  the  medicine  generally  makes  a

and  inhuman. — Ungenerous,  becaufe  every  mem-* 
ber  of  the  community  is  either  actually  or  virtually 
obliged  to  his  fellow-creature. — Inhuman,  becaufe 
we  are  impelled  by  the  fird  principles  of  nature, 
as  well  as  by  the  laws  of  morality  and  the  pre- 
cepts of  religion,  mutually  to  aflift  each  other. 
From  the  exercife  of  this  affidance  refults  the 
mod  exquifite  and  lading  pleafure  of  which  the 
heart  of  man  is  fufceptible ; and  the  praftice  of

phyfic  appears  the  happieft  medium  through  which 
it  can  be  adminiftered.— This  medium  the  Lord 
of  the  univerfe,  and  Saviour  of  the  human  race 
adopted  for  the  purpofe  of  proving  his  Divine 
miffion. — Health  being  the  fupreme  bleffing  man 
can  enjoy  in  his  ftate  of  mortality,  God  chofe  the 
reftoration  of  it  as  a means  to  foften  the  heart,  for 
the  reception  of  a religion  founded  on  the  doc- 
trines of  univerfal  benevolence,  and  brotherly 
love. 

The  mercy  of  the  Creator  has  not  been  con- 
fined to  man  alone  ; the  health  of  the  brute  crea- 
tion is  an  Objedt  of  Divine  attention. — We  fee  ani- 
mals of  feveral  fpecies  endowed  with  inftindt,  which 
diredts  them  to  the  ufe  of  fuch  plants  as  are  im- 
pregnated with  virtues  competent  to  alleviate  their 
difeafes.  Man  adts  from  reafon,  and  from  reafon 
fpring  obfervation  and  experience, which  conflitute 
wifdom.  Man  is  not  born  with  inftindt  to  diredt 
him  to  the  ufe  of  what  is  wholefome,  or  to  avoid 
the  ufe  of  what  is  prejudicial  to  his  health. — He 
does  not  poffefs  that  quality,  which  is  common  to 
brutes,  diredting  them  to  rejedt  every  thing  noxi- 
ous to  their  nature. — The  wild  beaft  of  the  foreft 
will  pafs  by  the  poifonous  fruit  which  a philofo- 
pher  would  eat.  Thefe  refledtions  lead  to  the  fol- 
lowing hypothefis. 

That  the  fcience  of  Botany,  fo  far  as  it  relates 
to  medicinal  application  and  ufe,  owes  its  origin 
to  the  obfervations  which  man  has  made  upon  the 
inftindtive  condudt  of  brutes,  in  fearching  for, 
and  difeovering  thofe  medicinal  plants,  with  which 
all-wife  Providence  has  furnifhed  the  earth. 

Hippocrates,  who  flourifhed  in  the  fifth  cen- 
tury before  Christ,  was  the  fir  ft  Botanift  whofe 
writings  have  defeended  to  poflerity ; though  the 
itudy  of  Botany  was  undoubtedly  commenced  at 
an  sera  long  anterior  to  his  exiltence.  And  though

the  records  of  the  knowledge  gained  by  the  primi- 
tive philofophers  and  phyficians  were  early  loll,  yet 
it  mull  have  been  deep  and  extenfive,  and  founded 
on  experience,  as  it  appears  in  the  firft  book  of 
Kings,  that  Solomon,  who  died  975  years  before 
Christ,  “ Spake  of  t?ees  from  the  cedar  that  is  in 
" Lebanon , even  unto  the  hyjjop  that  fpringeth  out  of 

the  wall.” 

It  is  not  neceflary  to  the  fubjeft  of  this  Letter, 
to  infert  a feries  of  thofe  great  philofophers  who 
have  made  the  vegetable  kingdom  a fubjeft  of  their 
contemplation  ; it  is  fufficient  to  fay,  that  in  all 
ages,  and  in  all  nations,  the  virtues  of  plants  have 
been  confidered  the  great  effentials  to  phyfic  and 
pharmacy.  The  Egyptians,  the  Jews,  the  an- 
cient Greeks  and  Romans,  cultivated  this  fcience  : 
in  fhort,  Botany  is  not  only  the  ground-work  of 
phyfic  in  Europe  and  all  civilized  countries,  but 
what  proves  its  utility  beyond  all  doubt  is,  that 
among  the  moft  barbarous  and  uncivilized  people, 
even  were  a total  ignorance  of  every  other  art  and 
fcience  pervades,  and  darknefs  envelopes  the  hu- 
man mind,  a knowledge  of  plants  is  feduloully 
fought  for,  and  fuch  as  operate  in  repelling  dif- 
cafes,  and  healing  wounds,  are  generally  known. 
This  obfervation  is  fully  illuftrated  by  the  natives 
of  America  ; the  moft  favage  of  thefe  people  cure 
diforders  of  the  moft  obftinate  and  inveterate  kind 
incidental  to  their  climate,  by  the  application  of 
plants  and  herbs,  the  produce  of  their  own  coun- 
try ; and  it  is  probable  plants  of  the  fame  fpecies 
grow  in  this  country,  though  none  of  our  phyfi- 
cians have  as  yet  difcovered  their  virtues. 

It  is  alfo  to  be  remarked,  that  Providence  has 
prepared  every  foil  with  fuch  qualities,  that  where- 
ever  a poifon  is  produced,  there  alfo  an  antidote 
fpontaneoufiy  fprings  up. 
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Turner  is  the  firft  Englifh  Botanift  of  note  ; he 
was  followed  by  Gerrard,  • who  was  fucceeded  by 
Tradefcant.  Thefe  ingenious  men  applied  rhem- 
felves  to  the  culture  of  medicinal  and  rare  plants, 
towards  the  clofe  of  the  fixteenth  century  ; and 
by  perfevering  induftry,  infpired  by  adtive  geni- 
us, not  only  confiderably  increafed  the  fpecies  of 
plants  in  this  country,  but  made  many  curious 
and  uleful  difcoveries.  Since  their  time,  the  ftu- 
dy  of  botany  has  become  more  general,  and  has 
acquired  a confiderable  increafe  of  reputation  and 
importance.  Every  day  affords  frefh  proofs  of 
the  falutary  effedts  of  vegetables,  in  the  applica- 
tion of  their  properties  to  phyfical  cafes ; fo  that 
at  the  prefent  ^ra,  botany  has  attained  a degree 
of  perfection  among  the  moderns,  to  which  the 
ancients  were  ftrangers. 

But  the  knowledge  of  Botany,  without  the 
knowledge  of  chymiftry,  would  be  inadequate  to 
the  cure  of  many  difeafes  to  which  the  human 
frame  is  fubjedt,  particularly  thofe  of  a malignant 
kind  ; for  the  great  art  of  chymiftry  being  to  ana- 
lyze, or  feparate  natural  or  compound  bodies  into 
the  parts  of  which  they  confift,  am  to  reduce 
them  to  their  firft  principles ; without  its  aid,  the 
hidden  virtues  of  plants  and  minerals  could  not  be 
difcovered  and  afcertained,  nor  their  inward  con- 
texture, or  the  centre  (as  technically  exprelfed) 
wherein  natural  fubftances  concur  could  not  be 
demonftrated ; of  courfe,  the  properties  of  many 
fpecies  in  the  vegetable  and  mineral  kingdoms 
would  remain  unknown  ; but  chymiftry  enables 
the  phyfieian  to  bring  their  qualities  to  proof  by 
experiment,  and  to  preferve  their  offences. 

From  the  above  premifes  it  is  clear,  that  the  Bo- 
tanift  whofe  ftudies  extend  beyond  the  fordid  gra- 
tification of  curioftty,  and  has  for  his  objedt:  the 
relief  of  mankind,  fhould  poflefs  a knowledge  in 
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chymiftry  competent  to  enable  him  to  extraft  the 
medicinal  virtues  of  plants,  and  to  feparate  thofe 
virtues  from  fuch  particles  as  are  noxious.  1 he 
phyfician  fhould  be  an  adept  in  both  fciences.  He 
lliould  not  only  know  what  is  efficacious  in  parti- 
cular complaints,  but  fhould  alio  be  acquainted 
with  the  means  of  correcting  one  quality  by  ano- 
ther. 

A long,  fedulous,  and  labourious  courfe  of  ftudy 
and  experiment  in  the  fciences  of  Botany  and  Chy- 
miftry, has  happily  produced  the  Vegetable 
Balsam,  now  offered  to  the  public  ; a medicine 
which,  with  the  permiffion  of  Providence,  has 
produced  the  mod  extraordinary  cures,  particu- 
larly in  that  very  general  and  dangerous  difeafe, 
a Consumption;  a difeafe,  which,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  many  improvements  and  difeoveries  made 
in  the  medical  art,  has  bid  defiance  to  the  fk'ill 
of  the  phyfician.  The  common  applications  are 
not  directed  to  eradicate  its  roots ; that  has  been 
found  impracticable. — To  mitigate  their  effects, 
has  been  heretofore  the  ultimate  hope;  but  the 
inventor  of  the  Vegetable  Balsam  promiles  an 
extirpation  of  the  difeafe,  and  renovation  of 
health  and  vigour. 

Consumptions  are  more  prevalent  in  Great- 
Britain  than  in  any  other  country ; and  more  preva- 
lent in  London  than  in  any  other  city. -—They  make 
up  at  leaf!  one  eighth  part  of  the  bills  of  mortality ; 
and  this  is  accounted  for,  when  we  confider  the  diet 
of  the  inhabitants,  confiding  moftly  of  animal  food 
and  ftrong  liquors;  their  employments,  which  are 
generally  fedentary ; the  fmoke  of  pit-coal,  and 
the  variablenefs  of  the  weather.

Firft,  A Consumption  may  proceed  from  ul- 
cers, or  polypuftes,  formed  in  the  lungs,  caufed  by 
jomething  that  impedes  or  obitrufts  circulation  in 
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the  pulmonary  veflfels,  which  are  the  veflels  of  the 
lungs*  or  renders  the  blood  glutinous,  or  tenaci- 
ous, whereby  there  is  a fuppreflion  of  any  natural 
evacuation. 

Secondly,  Consumptions  may  proceed  from  in- 
temperance, occafioning  either  a cacochymia , which 
is  a vicious  flate  of  the  vital  humours,  efpecially 
of  the  mafs  of  blood ; arifing  from  either  a dis- 
order of  the  Secretions,  or  excretions ; or  from 
outward  contagion  ; or  from  a plethora , which  is 
a fullnefs  of  the  veflels  to  excels. 

Thirdly,  Consumptions  may  proceed  from  pc- 
ripnen monies,  which  are  inflammations  of  the  lungs 
and  breaft  attended  with  a fever  and  a difficulty  of 
breathing ; or  from  pleurijies,  ajlhmas , catarrhs „ 
which  are  deductions  of  humours  from  the  head, 
mouth,  windpipe  and  lungs ; coughs , diarrabecas% 
which  is  a loofenefs  or  flux  of  the  belly  ; venereal 
disorders,  and  excefs  of  venery,  in  which  is  included 
mafturbation,  or  felf-pollution,  a habit  productive 
of  the  worft  confequences,  and  into  which  the  youth 
of  both  fexes  are  too  often  led,  by  evil  example 
and  converfation  or  the  perufal  of  lafeivious  books. 
To  this  clafs  may  be  added,  difeafes  inciden- 
tal to  women,  proceeding  from  cold  caught  when 
lying-in  ; injuries  received  in  the  courfe  of  preg- 
nancy, and  various  other  caufes  ; from  the  mea- 
lies, whooping-cough,  and  other  diforders  to  which 
children  are  liable. 

Fourthly , Consumptions  may  proceed  from 
grief,  imprifonment,  hard  ftudy,  and  every  occu- 
pation and  profeffion  which  requires  a fedentary 
life,  or  precludes  free  air  and  exercife. 

Natural  Consumptions  may  ariie  from  the 
Araitnefs  of  the  thorax , or  breafl,  or  an  ill  con- 
formation of  the  parts. 

An  hereditary  Consumption  may  be  com- 
municated from  parents  to  their  children,  without 
any  vifible  caufe.  The 
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Th t fymptomi  of  this  difeafe  are  numerous. 

They  ufually  commence  with  unflationary  pains, 
and  flying  flitches ; an  irritating  pain  at  the  pit 
of  the  flomach,  or  in  the  diaphragm  or  midrift*, 
which  divides  the  upper  cavity  of  the  belly  from 
the  lower;  frequent  and  profufe  fpitting  ; lofs  of 
appetite  ; a quick  pulfe  ; a faltnefs  or  fweetnefs  of 
the  faliva;  heats  and  flufhings  in  the  face  and 
palms  of  the  hands  after  meals  ; a hedtic  inter- 
mitting fever,  particularly  troublefome  towards 
the  evening;  heavinefs,  faintnefs,  and  night- 
fweats ; and,  where  the  lungs^are  firfl  difordered, 
the  confumption  is  generally  preceded  by  a cough, 
catarrh,  or  aflhma. 

Having  flated  the  caufes  and  fymptoms  of  con- 
fumptions,  and  defcribed  the  different  fpecies,  the 
next  objedt  is  their  cure. 

Dr.  Cullen,  one  of  the  moft  eminent  profeffors 
of  phyfic  that  this,  or  perhaps  any  other  country 
can  boafl,  has  candidly  acknowledged,  “ that  no 
ct  preparation  has  been  difcovered  capable  of  pre- 
<c  venting  the  formation  of  ulcers  on  the  lungs, 
tc  or  refolving  them  when  formed,  efpecially  when 
attended  with  inflammation but  he  adds/*  that

traordinary if  many  were  not  prejudiced  againfl 
the  medicine  here  recommended;  but  furely  thofe 
who  are  afflidted  with  a complaint  confidered  incu- 
rable by  the  Faculty,  will  at  lead  try  an  experi- 
ment, the  failure  of  which  cannot  injure  them.

tual  blood , which  is  the  rtafon  of  our  gradual  wafle  into  nervous 
Confumptions , and  the  patient  fo  affetded  is  always  kept  in  an  inter - 
mining  fever  more  or  lefs  violent.  In  the  laft.  flages  of  a Confump- 
tion , the  breath  is  infeblious  and  catching , many  infanccs  of  which, 
Mr,  Gedbold  has  exptrienced  in  thecourfe  of  his  prattice. 
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' APPENDIX. 

Observations  and  Study  upon  the  Texture  of 
the  Lungs  in  the  Human  Body* 

THE  Lungs  are  the  tender  plants  of  life,  cn  the  care- 
ful prefervation  of  which,  the  exigence  of  the  whole 
animal  frame  depend^. — f o difcover  a lpecific  that  will 
fearch  into  the  parts  affe&ed,  and  diftipate  inflammations 
in  the  lungs,  which  are  the  firft  caufes  of  Confumptions, 
is,  and  ought  to  be  the  firft  objeCt  of  medicine.  The  author 
of  thefe  obfervations,  by  the  preparation  and  application 
of  his  Vegetable  Balsam,  has  proved  beyond  the  pofli- 
bility  of  a doubt,  that  this  hitherto  undifcovered  remedy  is 
practicable,  as  this  medicine  goes  to  the  feat  of  the  difeafe> 
and  takes  off  inflammations  before  lofing  its  virtue,  in 
which  it  appears,  all  other  medicines  have  been  ineffectual. 
The  numerous  certificates  of  great  and  furprifing  cures 
performed  by  this  medicine,  muft  eftablifh  its  efficacy  in 
the  mind  of  every  unprejudiced  perfon,  and  the  author  has 
the  happinefs  to  fay,  that  he  never  lojl  one  who  applied  to 
him  in  the  firft  ftages  of  a Confumption.  Thus  the  bleff- 
ing  of  Divine  Providence  has  crowned  his  wifhes  and  en- 
deavours with  defired  fuccefs,  and  therefore  a brief  view 
of  the  texture  of  the  lungs  in  the  human  body,  the  feat  of 
Confumptions  and  Afthmas,  is  here  offered  to  the  public. 

The  lungs  are  two  large  fpongy  bodies,  of  a reddifh  co- 
lour in  children,  greyifh  in  adult  perfons,  and  bluifh  in 
old  age,  filling  the  whole  cavity  of  the  thorax , one  being 
feated  in  the  right  fide,  the  other  in  the  left,  parted  by  the 
mediaJUnum  and  heart,  and  of  a figure  anfwering  to  that  of 
the  cavity  which  contains  them,  that  is  convex,  next  the 
ribs,  concave,  next  the  diaphragm , and  irregularly  ftated 
and  depreffed  next  the  media flinum  and  heart.  They 
are  diftinguifhed  into  the  right  and  left  lung,  and  each  of 
thefe  into  two  or  three  portions,  called  lohi  or  lobes , of 
which  the  right  has  commonly  three  or  two,  and  the  left 
two.  They  are  joined  to  the Jlernum  by  the  mediajlinum 2 
before  to  the  vertebra , by  the  pleura  behind,  where  it  rifes 
by  the  vertebra  to  the  heart  by  the  vena  arteria  pulmonalis9 
and  fometimes  to  the  pleura , where  it  covers  the  ribs. 
T he  lobes  of  the  lungs  are  covered  with  a double  mem- 
brane, the  external  of  which  is  a production  of  the  pleura^ 
aad  the  internal  pf  which  nst  cmJy  immediately  covers  the 
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fubftanee  of  the  lungs,  but  alfo  its  every  gland,  and  fills 
up  the  interflices  which  are  between  the  branches  of  the 
imall  lobes  with  little  verlicular  cells.  The  fine  capillary 
blood  vefiels  are  fo  thick  upon  this  membrane,  that  it  fee  ms 
to  be  nothing  but  a net-work  of  veins  and  arteries.  I he 
fubftance  of  the  Jungs  is  compofed  of  an  infinite  number  of 
little  lobes,  of  various  figures  and  magnitudes,  but  their 
Surfaces  are  fo  adapted  to  one  another,  as  to  leave  but  veiy 
few  and  Imall  interflices.  Thefe  lobes  are  like  fo  many 
bunches  of  grapes  upon  the  Tides  of  the  Bronchia f.  Each 
little  lobe  contains  within  its  own  proper  membrane,  an 
Infinite  number  of  fmall  orbicular  vefiels,  which  leave 
Imall  interflices  between  them,  and  are  full  of  little  mem- 
branes like  thofe  which  tie  the  lobes  together.  The  ex- 
tremity  of  the  branches  of  the  Bronchice  opens  into  the 
cavity  of  the  vefiels  which  are  properly  formed  by  its  mem- 
branes, but  the  capillary  blood  vefiels  are  only  fpread  up- 
on the  veficles  like  a net,  with  frequent  and  larger  inofeu- 
lations.  The  vefiels  which  enter  the  lungs,  are  the  tra- 
chea or  a [per  a arteria , by  which  we  draw  in  the  air,  the  ar- 
teria  puimonalis , which  comes  from  the  right  ventricle  and 
the  vena  puimonalis , whofe  trunk  opens  into  the  left  ven- 
tricle of  the  heart.  Each  of  thefe  divides  into  two  branches 
for  the  two  great  lobes  of  the  lungs,  w here  they  are  fubdivi- 
ded  into  as  many  branches  as  there  are  little  lobes  or  veficles 
in  the  lungs.  Wherever  there  is  a branch  of  the  trachea , 
there  is  alfo  a branch  of  the  veins  and  arteries,  and  the 
trachta  is  always  in  the  middle.  Upon  the  branches  of 
the  trachea  arteria , which  are  called  Bronchice , runs  a 
fmall  artery,  called  arteria  bronchialis , and  a fmall  vein, 
called  vena  pneumonica.  The  artery  comes  from  the 
CKrta , and  the  veins  open  into  the  fubclarian.  Upon  the 
Bronchia ?,  even  to  their  minuted  ramifications,  run  like* 
wife  the  fine  threads  of  the  eight  pair  of  nerves . Befides 

thefe,  the  lungs  have  lymphatics , which  difeharge  them- 
feives  into  the  <Thoracii  dutt , but  they  are  fmaller,  and 
make  more  frequent  inofculations  than  are  obfervable  any 
where  elfe. 

The  trachea  or  afperia  arteria , is  a large  canal,  partly 
cartilaginous  and  partly  membraneous . It  is  fituated  an- 
teriorly in  the  lower  part  of  the  neck,  from  whence  it  runs 
down  into  the  thorax  between  the  pleura , through  the 
upper  ipace  between  the  duplicature  of  the  mediaJUnum 
behind  the  thymus . Having  reached  as  low  as  the  curva- 

ture of  the  (Erta}  it  divides  into  two  lateral  parts,  one 

towards 
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towards  the  right  hand,  the  other  towards  the  left,  which 
enter  the  lungs,  and  are  diflributed  through  them  in  man- 
ner already  (aid.  Thefe  two  branches  are  called  Bronchia} 
and  that  on  the  right  fide  is  fhorter  than  that  on  the  left. 

The  trachea  is  made  up  of  fegments  of  circles,  or  car- 
tilaginous hoops,  difpofed  in  fuch  a manner  as  to  form  a 
canal  open  on  the  back  part,  the  cartiliges  not  going  quite 
round,  but  this  opening,  is  filled  by  a foft  glandular  mem- 
brane, which  completes  the  circumference  of  the  canals. 
Thefe  circles  are  all  conne&ed  by  a very  ffrong  elaflic 
membraneous  ligament  fixed  to  the  edges.  The  canal  of 
the  afpera  arteria  is  lined  oh  the  infide  by  a particular  mem- 
br  ane,  which  appears  to  be  partly  flcfhy  or  mufcular,  and 
partly  ligamentary,  perforated  by  an  infinite  number  of 
i'mall  holes,  more  or  lefs  imperceptible,  through  which  a 
mucilaginous  fluid  continually  pafles  to  defend  the  inner 
furface  of  the  trachea  againft  all  fort  of  acrimony.  At  the 
angle  of  the  firfl:  ramifications  of  the  trachea  arteria , we 
find  on  both  the  fore  and  back  Tides,  certain  foft  roundifh 
glandular  bodies  of  a bluifh  or  blackifh  colour,  and  of  a 
texture  partly  like  that  of  the  thymus , and  partly  like 
that  of  the  glandules  ihyroides • There  are  other  glands 
of  the  fame  kind  at  the  origin  of  each  ramification  of  the 
Bronchia?,  but  they  decreafe  proportionably  in  number  and 
fize.  They  are  fixed  immediately  to  the  Bronchia ?,  and 
are  covered  by  the  interlobular  fubftance,  and  they  feem 
to  communicate  by  final!  openings  with  the  cavity  of  th« 
Bronchia e.  *

HECTICA, — is  an  hc£tic  flow  habitual  fever,  which 
gradually  preys  on,  and  confumes  the  moifture  of  the 
body,  often  accompanied  with  an  ulcer  in  the  lungs, 
and  a cough,  and  attended  with  humours. 

ABCESS  , — is  an  ulceration  arifing  in  any  part  of  the 
body*  When  the  abcefs  is  firft  formed,  the  Vege- 
table Balsam  gradually  diflolves  it,  or  otherwife 
ripens  or  brings  it  to  a head,  and  either  way  accom- 
plices a cure. 

FOUL  WIND,  — in  any  part  of  the  body,  if  not  foon 
removed,  is  of  bad  confequence,  by  reafon  of  its  be- 
coming an  abcefs , and  forming  into  matter,  which  is 
often  the  forerunner  of,  or  attendant  on  a Confump- 
tion.
